MASSACHUSETTS. 
Ice Cream— Manufacture, Care, and Sale. (Chap. 67, Act Feb. 21, 1914.) 

Section 1. Section 1 of chapter 743 of the acts of the year 1913 ' is hereby amended 
by striking out the word "and" in the first line and inserting in place thereof the 
word "or," so as to read as follows: 

"Section 1. Substances manufactured or sold under the general name of 'ice 
cream' shall contain not less than 7 per cent of milk fat, and if flavored with fruit 
shall be flavored only with, sound, clean, matured fruit, and if containing nuts shall 
contain only sound, matured, nonrancid nuts." 

Sec. 2. Said chapter 743 is hereby further amended by striking out section 2 and 
inserting in place thereof the following new section: 

" Sec 2. Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the servant or agent 
of another person, manufactures, exposes for sale, or has in his custody or possession, 
with intent to sell or sells, under the general name of ' ice cream, ' substances in viola- 
tion of section 1 of this act, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $100."

Typhoid and Paratyphoid Fever— Removal of Patient. (Reg. Bd. of H., Jan. 26, 

1914.) 

Resolved, That no case of typhoid fever or paratyphoid fever shall be transported 
from the jurisdiction of one health officer to the jurisdiction of another health officer 
without first notifying the State board of health office, when the commissioner will 
immediately notify the health officer of the county or city within whose jurisdiction 
the person suffering from the disease is to be moved.
